July 30—W arn­ 
ing to Indiana whea*t growers to be­ 
ware of unscrupulous dealers sell­ 
ing wheat for seed was issued today 
by the Indiana committee on food 
production and conservation.

“Unscrupulous 
dealers

have agents in a number of counties 
in Indiana selling wheat for seed for 
which they are claiming exceptional 
y ielding power. 
This game is so old 
and daring and has proven false so 
frequently it *eems that every fa r­ 
mer in the state would be wi^ | e" 
nough to adhere to standard vari­ 
eties of wheat. 
“ It was only a few y ears ago 
when a variety of wheat called ‘m ar­ 
velous and miracle’ was sold in Ind­ 
iana and Ohio with the claim that 
one or two pecks to the acre was 
sufficient; in some cases it was urg­ 
ed that more than one peck to the 
acre would reduce the yield. 
In re­ 
gard to this wheat the Ohio Agri- 
cultural Experiment station 
say s, 
<This wheat was seeded according 
to directions at the rate of one peek 
to the acre and uh» ;o at frhe rate of 
eight pecks in order to te ^ the valid­ 
ity of the claim. 
For comparison, 
he Mediterranean wheat was also 
seeded at both rates, 
alternating 
with 
the 
marvelous. 
The 
y ields 
were as follows: Marvelous seeded 
at the rate of one peck per acre 
gave a yield of 7.30 bushels per acre, 
seeded at the rate of 8 pecks, 30.86 
mshels 
per

at the rate of eight pecks, 35.86.

Shrinkage After Canning 


Where vegetables are canned with 
the cold pack process 
some 
little 
difficulties 
are 
being 
experienced. 
Each 
day letters 
and 
telephone 
calls are being received at the office 
of the state food director, asking 
for some complete information 
on 
the 
canning 
processes 
and 
just 
what can be done to remedy these 
troirbles. 
One of the points causing 
considerable 
concern 
among 
the 
women is that of shrinkage, accord­ 
ing to a statement from the 
food 
director. 
Cans though apparently full 
of 
material 
at 
beginning 
of 
period 
shrink during processing, leaving an 
air space at top or the liquid ap­ 
parently 
shrinks 
leaving 
such 
things as beans or peas uncovered. 
Miss Roberta McNeill of Purdue 
in answer to these questions say s 
that, though this is a waste of can 
room and detracts from the appear­ 
ance of the can it does not inter­ 
fere with the keeping qualities. If 
the can is air tight neither will the 
can spoil nor will the material not 
covered dry out as any air present 
is sterilized and there is no oppor­ 
tunity for evaporation. 
To avoid 
this condition blanch such things as 
beans and peas carefully ; in 
the 
case of such beans as the Kentucky 
Wonder allow the maximum amount 
of time. 
This softens the cell tis­ 
sues and prevents water from being 
absoifoed by the beans during pro­ 
cessing. 
For tomatoes be careful 
to select 
solid 
meated 
tomatoes, 
pack into the cans closely squeezing 
so as to expel surplus aid and fill 
can with tomato juice. 
For every ­ 
thing, grade and pack carefully so 
as to waste as little space as pos­ 
sible.

Ilj 
the can is air tight neither will the 
can spoil nor will'the material not 
covered dry out as any air present 
is sterilized and there is no pppor-t 
tunity for evaporation. 
To avoid 


this condition blanch such things as 
beans and peas carefully; ,in. the 
case of such beans as the Kentucky 
Wonder allow the maximum amount 
of time. This softens the cell tis- 
sues and prevents water from being 
absoifbed 'by the beans during pro- 
cessing. 
For tomatoes be careful 


to select solid meated tomatoes, 
pack into the cans closely squeezing 
so as to expel surplus aid and fill 
can wifth tomato juice. For every- 
thing, grade and pack carefully so 
as "to waste Nas little space as pos- 
sible.
